President  and  Members: 

On  January  26,  1982  the  District  and  the  AFT,  Local  2121,  representing 
the  faculty,  entered  into  a  collective  bargaining  contract  for  1981-82,  1982-83, 
1983-84.   This  contract  contains  provisions  for  reopeners  in  1982-83  for  wages 
and  sick  leave  calculation.   The  AFT  submitted  its  initial  proposals  on 
March  29,  1982. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall 
be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of 
the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the 
public  has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the 
proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  April  13,  1982,  the  Governing  Board,  by  resolution  820413-S1 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Proposals  of  the  AFT, 
Local  2121,  representing  the  Faculty  unit.   On  May  11,  1982,  the  Governing 
Board  solicited  public  response  to  the  AFT  proposals  by  placing  a  special 
order  of  business  on  its  agenda. 

This  resolution  now  presents  the  Governing  Board's  initial  proposal 
and  response  to  the  AFT  proposals,  and  establishes  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Governing  Board  for  a  public  hearing  on  these  proposals.

In  accordance  with  Article  20,  Section  20.12  and  Article  17,  Section  17.3.10 
of  our  agreement,  AFT  2121  is  submitting  reopeners  for  fiscal  year  1982-83. 

Our  proposal  is  as  follows: 

1.  Salary 

a.  For  the  school  year  1982-83,  the  District  shall  provide  a  salary

Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1982-83  pursuant 
to  Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 

SB  1352  (Marks)  was  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and  became 
effective  on  January  1,  1981  as  Chapter  1205,  Statutes  of  1980.   The  measure 
defines  various  terms  and  prescribes  procedures  to  be  used  in  establishing  the 
appropriations  limit  of  various  agencies  such  as  community  college  districts. 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA.

The  determination  of 
the  appropriations  limit  is  a  legislative  act...."

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain  applications  at  high 
schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  postsecondary  institutions.   Students 
then  submit  the  completed  application  to  Pell  Grant  Processing  Center  in  Santa 
Monica,  California.   The  approved  application,  then  called  a  Student  Aid 
Report  (SAR) ,  is  sent  to  the  student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his  choice.   The 
institution  cannot  control  or  predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who 
may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.   In  the  past,  the  allocation  was  based  on  estimated 
needs  for  the  year  determined  by  previous  year's  expenditures.   If  additional 
funds  were  required,  we  could  file  an  ad  hoc  report  requesting  them. 
Presently,  to  ration  the  funds  more  efficiently,  the  initial  allocation  is 
only  a  portion  of  the  estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental  request  inevitable. 

The  problems  lie  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental  allocation 
letter  (which  takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3)  submitting  a 
resolution  for  Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation  before  the 
agenda  deadline  date;  and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and  preparing  and 
disbursing  the  checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  this  Pell 
Grant  Program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement 
program.   It  is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the 
fiscal  year  1982-83  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal.

The  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer 
Technology  Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management  professional 
and  technical  services  by  Resolution  No.  810407-B2.   A  part  of  this  project 
involves  the  evaluation  and  selection  of  computer  hardware.   In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  for  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of  a 
transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition  and 
installation  of  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  has  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the 
project. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public 
Works.   It  is  requested  that  City  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to 
provide  the  needed  services,  labor  and  materials  through  emergency  power 
exercised  by  the  Governing  Board  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  classes.

PART  1  -  ADOPTION  OF  FINAL  BUDGET 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  Education  Code  Section  85023  the 

Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  hereby  adopts  the  final  1982-83  Budget  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  as  detailed  on  Community  College  Dis- 
trict forms  and  summarized  by  fund,  purpose,  and  amount  as  follows:

Section  2  -  That  any  action  taken  by  the  Governing  Board  at  its 

meeting  of  August  24,  1982  shall  be  incorporated  in  the 
Final  1982-83  Budget  and  a  copy  of  the  Final  1982-83  Budget  with 
modifications  shall  be  placed  in  the  official  files  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Governing  Board. 

Section  3  -  That  the  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income 

and  revenue  enumerated  in  the  Adopted  Budget  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and  departments  indicated  in  the 
Adopted  Budget  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenditure  appropriations 
provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget.   The  several  amounts  of  proposed 
expenditure  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and  depart- 
ments as  enumerated  in  the  Adopted  Budget.

Section  4  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, California  Community  College;  to  execute,  process,  and  file 
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all  necessary  documents  required  by  the  Education  Code,  which 
documents  are  made  a  part  of  this  resolution;  to  place  a  copy  of  all 
budget  documents  in  the  official  files  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Governing  Board;  and  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  entries  on  the 
State  forms  are  based  on  estimates,  to  use  the  lates  available 
information  when  preparing  all  entries  concerning  the  1981-82 
Expenditures,  1981-82  Income,  and  1982-83  Income  sections  of  the 
budget.   Entries  concerning  the  1982-83  Expenditures  section  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  total  proposed  expenditures  included  in 
the  final  1982-83  budget  as  listed  above. 

Section  5  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San 
Francisco  Controller;  to  execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents, 
including  current  and  subsequent  budget  transfers  as  required  under 
the  San  Francisco  Controller's  procedure,  provided  they  are  within 
the  purposes  and  amounts  of  the  budgets  adopted  on  Community  College 
District  forms. 

Section  6  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  withhold 
filing  the  documents  described  in  Sections  4  and  5  above  until  such 
time  as  they  are  legally  required  to  filed  with  the  local  and  state 
agencies.   If  after  this  resolution  is  adopted  and  before  the  above 
documents  are  filed,  revenues  in  excess  of  the  amounts  anticipated 
in  the  Adopted  Budget  become  available,  such  excess  revenues  are 
budgeted  and  an  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  in  like  amount  is 
also  budgeted. 

PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1  -  That  the  several  items  of  expenditures  herein 

appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income 
or  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent 
upon  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business 
to  review  revenue  estimates  monthly.   If  such  revenue  estimates 
indicate  a  shortage,  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 
Chancellor,  Business  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of 
the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  until  the  collection  of 
the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured. 

Section  2  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  any 
transfers  necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account  classifications  or 
to  effect  any  changes  in  accounts  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the 
method  of  expenditures  within  the  purpose  of  the  appropriation;  that 
where  the  Governing  Board  has  authorized  a  lump  sum  appropriation 
for  a  program  or  a  project,  transfers  to  subsidiary  appropriations 
as  required  by  City  and  County  or  State  budgetary  practices  may  be 
made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business;  that  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  to 
any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only  by  formal  resolu- 
tion approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Governing 
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Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section  85200;  that  trans- 
fers between  major  budget  classifications  shall  be  made  only  by  a 
formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section  85200;  and 
that  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a  single 
major  classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent 
and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business. 

Section  3  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Business  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to  expend  from 
the  available  funds  budgeted  for  the  position;  second,  to  transfer 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code  85200  and 
expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  personal  services;  and 
third,  to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Education 
Code  Section  85200  and  expend  from  any  other  available  budgeted 
funds  for  lump  sum  payments  to  classified  employees  upon  death  or 
retirement  or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accu- 
mulated sick  leave  benefits  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion Rule  23,  Section  23.14.1.   Provided,  however,  that  the  position 
held  by  an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum  payment  will 
not  be  filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary  replacement  until 
such  lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from  funds  budgeted  for 
personal  services,  and  further  provided  that  in  the  event  that  said 
position  must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so  filled  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and  approval  by  the 
Governing  Board  of  a  resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and 

the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving 
funds  and  reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each 
such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  fund  was  established.   The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and 
trust  funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional 
requests  or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -  That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 

District  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any 
public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  money, 
there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or 
account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the 
special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which 
they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  as 
long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains.   Such 
receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the 
purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt  was 
received. 
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Section  6  -  That  permanent  positions  continued  or  created  by  the 

Governing  Board  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased, 
decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Governing  Board.   Funds  provided  in 
the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of 
the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be 
used  to  provide  for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary 
to  replace  a  permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended 
leave  without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a 
permanent  position.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  certificated  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be 
transferred  to  other  permanent  certificated  postions  when  the 
incumbent  of  such  position  becomes  or  ceases  to  be  a  department 
chairperson. 

Section  7  -  That  surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 

permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business  to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the 
appropriation  is  a  part.   Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess  of 
the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  is  for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  adjusting  the 
provisions  for  compensation  of  a  permanent  position  wherein  the 
amount  provided  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the 
employee,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  the  compen- 
sation said  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive.   Each  Salary 
Savings  Account  in  excess  of  the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated 
as  revenues  in  the  Adopted  Budget  is  for  the  related  departments 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  retroactive  classified  salaries  when 
salary  rates  are  adjusted  retroactively  by  legislative  action  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  San  Francisco  Mayor  and 
by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD. 

Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD 

automobiles  of  trucks,  of  other  property,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or  property. 
Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged  equipment 
which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to  Miscellaneous 
Revenues  of  the  General  Fund;  provided  that  where  the  property  is 
damaged  during  construction  and  such  construction  is  funded  from  the 
Special  Reserve  Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall  be  credited  to  the 
specific  construction  project  in  the  Special  Reserve  Fund. 

Section  9  -  All  funds  provided  in  account  number  57012  Reserve  for 

Judgements  and  Claims  are  "Reserved"  and  may  be  expended 
only  upon  release  of  reserve  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Governing 
Board.

On  April  7,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
810407-B2  Authorizing  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer  Technology  Corp.  to 
obtain  electronic  data  processing  management,  professional  and  technical 
services  not  to  exceed  $1,500,000  over  a  three  year  period  to  cover  Phase  A 
(Development  of  Computer  Services  Plan)  and  Phase  B  (Acquisition  and  Installa- 
tion of  Hardware  and  Software) .   We  are  now  in  need  of  Phase  C  services  which 
include  an  Academic  Computing  Manager,  an  Academic  Computing  Specialist,  a 
Computer  Operations  Manager,  an  Administrative  Systems  Manager,  2  FTE  Adminis- 
trative Systems  Software  Specialists,  and  Project  Manager  Services.

College  was  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  funds  to  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Special  Services  for  Disadvantaged  Students,  in  the  amount 
of  $701,458.83  for  the  period  July  1,  1980  to  June  30,  1984.   The  College  was 
awarded  grants  of  $109,449  and  $113,826  for  the  first  and  second  year  of  the 
project  respectively.

College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  7.20 

President  and  Members: 

Since  1974,  the  State  of  California  has  encouraged  conservation  of 
our  State's  energy  resources.   This  encouragement  has  been  strengthened  by  the 
passage  of  legislation  such  as  California  Senate  Bill  144  and  the 
Warren-Alquist  State  Energy  Resources  and  Development  Act  of  1974.   Senate 
Bill  144  called  for  the  promulgation  of  energy  conservation  standards  for  new 
non-residential  buildings  and  the  Warren-Alquist  Act  established  the 
California  Energy  Commission. 

The  Energy  Commission  adopted  energy  standards  for  new 
non-residential  buildings  in  1977.   Thereafter  it  published  materials  and 
established  programs  to  assist  those  who  must  comply  with  and  enforce  the 
standards.   Additionally,  the  Commission  has  encouraged  the  design,  con- 
struction and  operation  of  buildings  in  California  in  keeping  with  State 
conservation  guidelines. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  has 
adopted  a  comprehensive  energy  policy.   As  a  result  of  this  policy,  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  has  participated  in  the  achievement  of 
statewide  goals  and  has  encouraged  and  taken  action  in  the  support  of  energy 
conservation. 

In  as  much  as  the  Governing  Board  has,  through  its  interest  and 
actions,  supported  the  efforts  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  in  their  energy  conservation 
efforts,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Policy  Manual  of  the  San  Francisco  Commu- 
nity College  District  be  amended  to  reflect  the  Governing  Board's  position. 

Additionally,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  has  encouraged  all  non-enterprise  funded  city  departments, 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  to  conserve  electrical  energy.   The  method  of  inducement 
proposed  for  the  1981-82  and  1982-83  fiscal  years  was  the  elimination  of  the 
discount  rate  for  these  departments.   It  was  hoped  that  this  change  would  have 
assisted  "each  department  which  consumes  Hetch  Hetchy  power  in  monitoring  its 
energy  use  and  conserving  power  where  feasible." 

The  change  in  electrical  charge  for  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  would  have  been  as  follows: 

Fiscal  Year        Discounted  Charge        Non-discounted  Charge 
1981-82  $165,100  $744,800 

1982-83  165,100  968,200 

At  the  May  11,  1982,  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and  the  Associate  Director  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  represented  the  Community  College  District.   After  an 
explanation  of  the  District's  conservation  efforts  and  the  fiscal  impact  of 
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the  rate  change,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  agreed  not  to  remove  the 
discount  from  the  charge  for  electrical  energy  for  the  1982-83  fiscal  year. 
There  was  the  stipulation  that  goals  be  set  in  the  area  of  energy  conserva- 
tion.  The  Commission  indicated  that  it  would  attempt  to  financially  support 
agreed  upon  energy  conservation  measures. 

The  proposed  addition  to  the  Policy  Manual  is  a  clear  statement  of 
policy  and  represents  a  statement  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  our 
conservation  goals. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05 
reads  in  part  as  follows:   "Adoption  of  Policies,  Bylaws  and  Regulations.   Any 
policy  or  regulation  may  b§  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting."

Also,  the  District 
acknowledges  the  need  to  reduce  the  wastes  of  these  resources  to  the  lowest 
possible  level  without  adversely  affecting  the  basic  mission  of  its  College 
and  Centers.   To  this  end,  the  planning,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
physical  facilities  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall  have 
as  an  element  the  due  regard  for  the  conservation  of  our  Nation's  and  State's 
dwindling  natural  resources.   Fossil  fuels,  electrical  energy  and  water  are 
the  District's  particular  focuses.  In  this  connection,  the  published  conserva- 
tion guidelines  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  State  of  California,  and  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby  adopted  for  the  District.   Imple- 
menting procedures  and  actions  are  contained  in  the  Administrative  Regu- 
lations.

On  May  25,  1982,  the  District  and  the  Department  Chairpersons  Council 
(DCC) ,  representing  the  certificated  supervisors,  entered  into  a  collective 
bargaining  contract  for  1981-82,  1982-83,  1983-84.   This  contract  contains 
provisions  for  re-openers  in  1982-83  for  stipends  and  supervisory  leaves 
(Article  11,  Section  11.2).   The  Department  Chairpersons  Council  submitted 
its  initial  proposals  on  June  1,  1982. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall 
be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of 
the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the 
public  has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the 
proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  June  15,  1982,  the  Governing  Board,  by  resolution  820615-S4 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  initial  proposals  of  the  Department 
Chairpersons  Council,  representing  the  certificated  supervisory  unit.   On 
July  13,  1982,  the  Governing  Board  solicited  public  response  to  the  Department 
Chairpersons  Council's  proposals  by  placing  a  special  order  of  business  on 
its  agenda. 

This  resolution  now  presents  the  Governing  Board's  initial  proposal 
and  response  to  the  DCC  proposals,  and  establishes  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Governing  Board  for  a  public  hearing  on  these  proposals.

President  and  Members: 

The  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer 
Technology  Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management  professional 
and  technical  services  by  Resolution  No.  810407-B2.   A  part  of  this  project 
involves  the  evaluation  and  selection  of  computer  hardware.   In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  for  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of  a 
transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition  and 
installation  of  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  has  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the 
project. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public 
Works.

Amending  SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  7.20  Conservation 

President  and  Members: 

Since  1974,  the  State  of  California  has  encouraged  conservation  of 
our  State's,  energy  resources.   This  encouragement  has  been  strengthened  by  the 
passage  of  legislation  such  as  California  Senate  Bill  144  and  the 
Warren-Alquist  State  Energy  Resources  and  Development  Act  of  1974.   Senate 
Bill  144  called  for  the  promulgation  of  energy  conservation  standards  for  new 
non-residential  buildings  and  the  Warren-Alquist  Act  established  the 
California  Energy  Commission. 

The  Energy  Commission  adopted  energy  standards  for  new 
non-residential  buildings  in  1977.   Thereafter  it  published  materials  and 
established  programs  to  assist  those  who  must  comply  with  and  enforce  the' 
standards.   Additionally,  the  Commission  has  encouraged  the  design,  con- 
struction and  operation  of  buildings  in  California  in  keeping  with  State 
conservation  guidelines. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  has 
adopted  a  comprehensive  energy  policy.   As  a  result  of  this  policy,  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  has  participated  in  the  achievement  of 
statewide  goals  and  has  encouraged  and  taken  action  in  the  support  of  energy 
conservation. 

In  as  much  as  the  Governing  Board  has,  through  its  interest  and 
actions,  supported  the  efforts  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  in  their  energy  conservation 
efforts,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Policy  Manual  of  the  San  Francisco  Commu- 
nity College  District  be  amended  to  reflect  the  Governing  Board's  position. 

Additionally,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  .Francisco  has  encouraged  all  non-enterprise  funded  city  departments, 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  to  conserve  electrical  energy.   The  method  of  inducement 
proposed  for  the  1981-82  and  1982-83-  fiscal  years  was  the  elimination  of  the 
discount  rate  for  these  departments.   It  was  hoped  that  this  change  would  have 
assisted  "each  department  which  consumes  Hetch  Hetchy  power  in  monitoring  its 
energy  use  and  conserving  power  where  feasible." 

The  change  in  electrical  charge  for  the  Sari  Francisco  Communit) 
College  District  would  have  been  as  follows: 

Fiscal  Year        Discounted  Charge        Non-discounted  Charge 
1981-82  $  165 , 100  .       $744,800 

1982-83  165,100  .  968,200 

At  the  May  II,  1982,  meeting  oi  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  the  Chancellor  Superintendent,  and  the  Associate  Director  ol 
Facilities  and  Planning  represented  the  Community  College  District.   After  an 
explanation  of  the  District's  conservation  efforts  and  the  fiscal  impact  of 
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the  rate  change,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  agreed  not  to  remove  the 
discount  from  the  charge  for  electrical  energy  for  the  1982-83  fiscal  year. 
There  was  the  stipulation  that  goals  be  set  in  the  area  of  energy  conserva- 
tion.  The  Commission  indicated  that  it  would  attempt  to  financially  support 
agreed  upon  energy  conservation  measures. 

The  proposed  addition  to  the  Policy  Manual  is  a  clear  statement  of 
policy  and  represents  a  statement  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  our 
conservation  goals. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05 
reads  in  part  as  follows:   "Adoption  of  Policies,  Bylaws  and  Regulations.   Any 
policy  or  regulation  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting." 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   On  August  24,  1982,  notice  of  intention  was  given  to  amend 
SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  7.20  to  establish  a  conservation  policy 
for  the  District: 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  7.20 

shall  be  added  to  read  as  follows: 
(NOTE:   Additions  or  substitutions  are  indicated  by  underlining  and 
deletions  are  indicated  by  4ttiy.il<f)iit.) 

7.20   CONSERVATION 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  recognizes  its  respon- 
sibility to , conserve  our  State's  energy  resources.   Also,  the  District 
acknowledges  the  need  to  reduce  the  wastes  of  these  resources  to  the  lowest 
possible  level  without  adversely  affecting  the  basic  mission  of  its  College 
and  Centers.   To  this  end,  the  planning,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
physical  facilities  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall  have 
as  an  element  the  due  regard  for  the  conservation  of  our  Nation's  and  State's 
dwindling  natural  resources.   Fossil  fuels,  electrical  energy  and  water  are 
the  District's  particular  focuses.  In  this  connection,  the  published  conserva- 
tion guidelines  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  State  of  California,  and  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby  adopted  for  the  District.   Imple- 
menting procedures  and  actions  are  contained  in  the  Administrative  Regu- 
lations.

Adopting  the  Initial  Proposal  of  the  Governing  Board 
concerning  collective  bargaining  contract  reopeners 
for  stipends  and  supervisory  leaves  for  the  Department 
Chairperson  Council  following  public  comment. 

President  and  Members: 

On  May  25,  1982,  the  District  and  the  Department  Chairperson  Council 
(DCC) ,  representing  the  certificated  supervisors,  entered  into  a  collective 
bargaining  contract  for  1981-82,  1982-83,  1983-84.   This  contract  contains 
provisions  for  re-openers  in  1982-83  for  stipends  and  supervisory  leaves 
(Article  11,  Section  11.2).   The  Department  Chairpersons  Council  submitted 
its  initial  proposal  on  June  1,  1982. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall 
be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of 
the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the 
public  has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the 
proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal.

The  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer 
Technology  Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management  professional 
and  technical  services  by  Resolution  No.  810407-B2.   A  part  of  this  project 
involves  the  evaluation  and  selection  of  computer  hardware.   In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  for  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of  a 
transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition  and 
installation  of  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  has  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the 
project . 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public 
Works.   It  is  requested  that  City  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to 
provide  the  needed  services,  labor  and  materials  through  emergency  power 
exercised  by  the  Governing  Board  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  classes, 

California  Education  Code  Section  81648  reads  as  follows:   "In  an
